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Income Report 
Due April 15 

The income tax headache didn’t 
end on March 15th. Individuals 
with wages subject to withholding 
tax above certain amounts must 
file the new “Declaration of esti¬ 
mated income and victory tax form 
and work sheet for 1944” by April 
15th. 

The forms are similar to the 
supplementary declarations used 
last September and December of 
1943. 

In general those who will have 
to file include: 

1. All who earned at least $100 
not subject to withholding, for ex¬ 
ample, compensation for domestic 
service, income for rent, dividends, 
or interest, etc.; and whose total 
income is more than $500 if single, 
$624 if married, but includes only 
one income, $1200 representing 
combined income of husband and 
wife. 

2. All whose wages subject to 
withholding total more than $2700 
if single, $3500 if married. 

The first $1500 of military pay 
should be excluded from income in 
determining the above amounts. 
Allowances for quarters, subsist¬ 
ence or uniforms are also exclud-

Arms Training 
On Tap for GIs 

Following the basic weapons 
program currently being given 
Anza Officers, it is planned to or¬ 
ganize a similar course of instruc¬ 
tion for all enlisted personnel.

Army Institute 
Courses Given 

Although the war has interrupt¬ 
ed the education of many students, 
the U. S. Armed Forces Institute, 
Madison, Wis., is making it pos¬ 
sible for soldiers to continue their 
studies and obtain high school dip¬ 
lomas and college credits while 
still in the service. 

The plan is simple. For a $2.00 
fee the soldier can take as many 
high school correspondence cours¬ 
es as he desires. He will be aided 
by modern, self-teaching textbooks 
and his work must be satisfactory 
to continue. 

If the soldier desires to take a 
college or university extension 
course, the government will defray 
half of the cost up to $20. The 
Army will pay a maximum of $10. 
If the subject costs more than $20, 
the enlisted man must pay the dif¬ 
ference. 

There are approximately 300 
courses in high school and tech¬ 
nical subjects covering the most 
popular courses. In addition, 83 
prominent universities are cooper¬ 
ating with the institute in offering 
350 other courses. 

Further information«on the In¬ 
stitute can be obtained from the 
librarians at the Service Clubs and 
the Orientation Office. 


FOREIGN POLICY. For many 
months the people of the United 
States have been asking for a 
statement of foreign policy from 
the authorities of our government. 
In our democratic government, it 
is the people who make the foreign 
policy. But a statement from au¬ 
thority was in order, and Sunday 
night Secretary of State Cordell 
Hull gave to the world the clear¬ 
est exposition yet of America’s at¬ 
titude toward the settlement after 
the war. 

Mr. Hull’s most dramatic state¬ 
ment was his assumption that the 
United States, Russia, Great Brit¬ 
ain, and China will cooperate in 
the peace effort as well as in the 
war effort, and if they do not, 
there is “no hope” of avoiding a 
conflict of even greater magnitude 
in another 2G to 25 years. 

Some of the highlights of the 
Secretary’s speech: Cooperation 
among Great Britain, Russia, 
China, and the United States is 
“solid framework upon which all 
future policy and international or¬ 
ganization must be built.” Disaster 
is sure to overtake all efforts at 
peace-making which do not incor¬ 
porate this full cooperation on the 
part of the allies. 

Mr. Hull stated that the aims 
for the governments of Europe 
must include stability and “strong 
and progressive popular govern¬ 
ments, dedicated like our own to 
improving the social welfare of the 
people as a whole.” As for the 
French Committee of National Lib¬ 
eration, Mr. Hull assured it of our 
continued cooperation, but point¬ 
ed out that we could not as yet 
consider it as representative of 
the French people, and by the 
same token, the recognition of a 
government of Italy must depend 
upon the freeing of all the Ital¬ 
ian people. 

Mr. Hull remarked three lessons 
Americans have learned from re¬ 
cent history-first, that we and 

our allies have moved from weak¬ 
ness to strength; second, that we 
have become convinced that only 
through unity of action with our 
allies can world peace be accom¬ 
plished; and third, a careless tol¬ 
erance of the evils of fascism must 
be exchanged for a conviction that 
freedom and fascism cannot live 
together in the same world. 

RUSSIAN FRONT. The steam¬ 
roller advance of the Red army 
toward the great Black Sea port 
of Odessa was climaxed toward 
the close of the week with fight¬ 
ing in Odessa’s suburbs between 
the Russians and the Nazi-Ruman- 
ian forces to whom the cities de¬ 
fense was entrusted. Sunday night 
the last rail escape route from the 
city was imperiled five miles away 
by the oncoming Soviet troops. 
Capture of Odessa will force re¬ 
maining German and Rumanian 
troops in the Crimea to depend 
solely on the submarine-infested 
Black Sea for escape, while troops 


remaining in the southern Ukraine 
will be entirely cut off from es¬ 
cape routes. 

The Rumanian rail center of 
Iasi, advanced upon early in the 
week, was half-encircled yester¬ 
day. On Sunday official announce¬ 
ments placed Russian troops over 
the Czechoslovakian border. 

AIR WAR. On Thursday of this 
week a new note was added to 
aerial warfare. The largest ton¬ 
nage of bombs ever dropped on a 
single warship left the great Ger¬ 
man battleship Tirpitz blazing 
fiercely and battered into useless¬ 
ness in Norway’s Alten Fiord. At 
least 24 direct hits were scored on 
the 41,000 ton dreadnaught, and 
the chances are that the Tirpitz is 
out of the war for months, pos¬ 
sibly even for the duration. 

She has been lying in drydock in 
Norway for some months now, be¬ 
ing repaired from previous British 
submarine hits. It was agreed that 
her chief threat was the possibil¬ 
ity that the Germans might bring 
her out to sea for such raiding ac¬ 
tivities as the Bismarck engaged in 
before the British Navy accounted 
for her. 

American and British bombers 
continued to rip German plane 
manufacturing centers, and dared 
the Luftwaffe to come out and 
fight. The Germans rise now, 
though, only when weather condi¬ 
tions are at their best. The Nazis 
know how our airpower is increas 
ing, and they wish to keep their 
Luftwaffe, still a strong one, as 
intact as possible for protection 
against “D” Day. 

Longest raid of the week came 
on Sunday, when 1700 American 
planes surged over Poland, East 
Prussia, and northeast Germany. 
The 1600 mile round trip equaled 
the record for the deepest aerial 
penetration into Axis Europe. 

ASIA. Throughout the first part 
of the week the Jap threat in¬ 
creased on the Central Burma 
front, imperiling General Still¬ 
well’s North Burma fighters’ sup¬ 
ply route. But the first good news 
in weeks came through from Inr- 
phal on Thursday, when the 17th 
Indian division, crack, experienced 
Indian troops, fought their way 
through numerous Jap road blocks 
to reach Imphal and reinforce the 
defenders there. By the beginning 
of this week, the Japs had appar¬ 
ently been stopped. 

Truk was ripped by 51 tons of 
American bombs on Thursday 
night. Dublon Island, replete with 
enemy defenses, was left blazing 
and battered at the attack. Inter¬ 
esting angle—in the official ac¬ 
count, the attack was described as 
part of the “softening up pro¬ 
cess.” Thus the fact of a future 
land advance into Truk was made 
official.

UNTIL LATE IN 1942, it was feared that Iran might fall to Mar¬ 
shal Rommel’s desert army and thus become the junction area for 
the Germans pushing through Russia and Egypt and the Japs mov¬ 
ing westward across India.

Invasion Time Nears as 
Yanks in Britain Lose Diaries 

An indication that the day of 
the cross channel invasion is draw¬ 
ing close was indicated by an ord¬ 
er to all Allied soldiers in Britain 
to turn in their diaries. 

This was done to avoid any vital 
information getting into the hands 
of the enemy. They will be stored 
by the chief base censor and will 
be returned after the war. 
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Noncoms to Get 
More Training 
And Recognition 

Great care in the selection and 
promotion of noncommissioned of¬ 
ficers in the U. S. Army is urged 
by Gen. Marshall in War Depart¬ 
ment Circular 70, recently releas¬ 
ed, which provides for the thor¬ 
ough training of noncoms and the 
removal of those who fail to at¬ 
tain or maintain acceptable stand¬ 
ards. 

“It has been clearly demonstrat¬ 
ed in this war, as in past wars, 
that noncommissioned officers are 
the backbone of the Army,” the 
circular states. “Succcess in com¬ 
bat depends upon the character 
and qualifications of the noncom¬ 
missioned officers commanding 
small units. They must be out¬ 
standing leaders with a high sense 
of duty and a strong will. They 
must be resourceful and willing to 
assume responsibility. 

“In order to assure that our 
noncommissioned officers are 
equal to the tasks that lie ahead 
of them, commanders of all eche¬ 
lons will give their personal at¬ 
tention to improving the quality 
and prestige of those noncommis¬ 
sioned officers who exercise com¬ 
mand responsibility.” 

That these results may be at¬ 
tained, the order makes the fol¬ 
lowing provisions: 

1. That machinery be establish¬ 
ed to provide for the careful selec-

WED. (11 & 12)—“Buffalo

Soldiers Say Keep 
Strong Armed 
Forces in Peacetime 

To uphold its end of the Ver- 
saille Treaty following the first 
World War the U. S. scrapped its 
ships, disbanded its armies, leav¬ 
ing only a skeleton staff in both 
services. The result was disastrous 
for when we found ourselves in 
World War 2 the country was to¬ 
tally unprepared. 

Looking ahead to the peace 
table the question arises, “Should 
we maintain a strong peacetime 
force following the end of the 
war?” 

Broached to station complement 
GIs the question brought unani¬ 
mously affirmative replies. Giv¬ 
ing various reasons why, the sol¬ 
diers emphasized that we should 
never be caught short again. GI 
Joe believes that a powerfully 
armed force will be all the politics 
necessary to dissuade future “Hit¬ 
lers” of their lust for power. In 
addition, it was felt that a strong¬ 
ly armed America would be 
enough to influence nations in dis¬ 
agreement to settle their differ¬ 
ences in conferences and not on 
the battlefields. It was repeatedly 
brought out that mainly the pur- 
pore for a strong army and navy 
was to promote peace not aggres¬ 
sion, but that it was also the right 
kind of security should a foreign 
country again attempt any such at¬ 
tacks as Pearl Harbor. 


GI / Rights / Bill 
To Aid Servicemen 

A far reaching program in the 
rehabilitation of World War II 
veterans was given greater im¬ 
petus when the Servicemen’s Aid 
Act of 1944 was unanimously ap¬ 
proved by the Senate Finance 
Committee. 

This piece of legislation often 
referred to as the “GI Bill of 
Rights,” offers many benefits to 
servicemen. It authorizes loans up 
to $1000 for the purchase of 
homes, farms or small business 
establishments. 

Outright financial aid to veter¬ 
ans who wish to continue their 
education, unemployment com¬ 
pensation ranging from $15 to $25 
weekly for a period up to one year 
and special aid will be given to 
veterans in obtaining employment. 

The bill also calls for an appro¬ 
priation of 500 million dollars for 
the establishment of hospital fa¬ 
cilities. It does not contain any 
provisions for mustering out pay 
since that bill was passed several 
weeks ago. 

The $1000 loan for the purchase 
of homes, farms or business inter¬ 
ests will not call for any interest 
the first year. However, interest 
of three per cent annually will be 
compounded after this period. 

It is anticipated that some 
changes might be made before the 
“GI Bill of Rights” becomes law.

Camp Dental Surgeon, Major 
Maness is one of the few Anza 
officers who has seen service with 
the Army in both World War 1 
and 2. 

In 1917, after graduating from 
the Western Dental College, Kan¬ 
sas City, Mo., his home state, he 
immediately applied for a com¬ 
mission in the Dental Corps. War 
had been declared three months 
previously. His commission grant¬ 
ed, Major Maness was assigned to 
the 331st Field Artillery as Regi¬ 
mental Dental Surgeon. With that 
organization he saw 11 months 
of combat service in France. 

Discharged in July 1919, he re¬ 
turned to his home state and en¬ 
tered practice in Anderson, Mo. 
From 1921 to 1932 he served in 
the reserve, then resigned to serve 
with the 233rd Coast Artillery of 
the Missouri National Guard. In 
September 1940 his outfit was fed¬ 
eralized and once again he became 
a member of the Army. 

While attending Carlisle Medi¬ 


cal Field School, Major Maness' 
unit received orders to head for 
the Phillipines. On December 6, 
1941, he joined them in Los An¬ 
geles and prepared to ship out. 
The “Pearl Harbor" incident on 
the following day cancelled the 
trip. 

From that date until June 1942, 
Major Maness served with his or¬ 
ganization in Southern California. 
Illness overtook him and during 
the five months that he was hos¬ 
pitalized, his outfit shipped to the 
Aleutians. Out of the hospital he 
was sent to Camp Stoneman, from 
there transferred to Anza. 

Hunting and fishing are the 
Major’s hobbies, at home he al¬ 
ways kept a kennel of bird dogs. 
He doesn’t expect to remain in 
service once the war is over, has 
definite plans for that time. He in¬ 
tends to maintain a practice but 
six months of the year he and his 
wife hope to travel extensively and 
enjoy life to the utmost.
